After the match with Jeffries,
Johnson was engaged as star of tho
"Follies of the Day" burlesque company,
owned by Miner and Gerard, at $1,200
a week, and he induced the management
to make him large advances on his sal-
ary. The amount of the Judgment is tho

Gerard alleged that he paid the money
under duress and threat of bodily harm
and also because Johnson refused to go
on until ho got the advance. It Is said
that an effort will now bo made to at-
tach Johnson's Interest In the fight pic
tures in case ho sells to Frazeo and
Curley.
